Not a penny had been spared, not |

The striking difference in the 
methods of street railway develop- 


ment in this country and in England 
is interestingly shown in the follow- 
ing article from the Ar eel Ber 
of the “Tramway and Railway World” 
of London. It is especially pertinent 
in view of the address by President 
P. F. Sullivan of the Boston & North- 
ern and Old Colony St. ‘Ry. Co’s, 
given recently. 

In speaking of the unprofitable 
conditions now existing in the street 
railway business he showed that they 
were to quite an extent due to the 
large extension of lines into the 
rural districts, which were not justi- 
fied by the possibilities of paying 
patronage. As these extensions 
were made the income of the com- 
panies decreased. “3 

This article points out that in Eng- 
land these methods are reversed, ex- 
tensions not being made into rural 
districts until there was a certainty 
that these districts would support 


them, 
Suburban Extensions ‘ 
“There is a demand on the outskirts 
of all towns throughout the country 
for the extension of electric tram- 
ways which in almost every case are 
in the hands of the local authority. 
In many instances these extensions 
would undoubtedly be. made without 
delay if the undertaking were in the 
hands of a private company with a 
concession sufficiently long to justify 
large capital expenditure. The- pri- 
vate company would then be able to 
take far-reaching views and to lay 
down tramways in districts so 
sparsely populated that they would 
not prove “renumerative traffic” for 
several years, although ultimately the 
returns would prove satisfactory. In 
America it is customary to provide 
the tramway inzadvance of the popu- 
lation. In this country it is our 
practice to wait until the growth of 
a district provides sufficient traffic 
before a tramway enterprise is sug- 
gested. While the former method is 
not infrequently attended with disap- 
pointment and _ financial loss to 
those immediately concerned, there 
is no question that, in the long run, 
it is of much public advantage. It 
tends to prevent overcrowding in the 
central districts, encourages the 
people to make their homes. further 
afield, and thus increases the general 
well being of the community. The 
ideal policy is, of course, a com- 
promise between the undue haste of 
the speculator in land and the natural 
conservatism of a local authority with 
an electric..tramway on its hands 
which is none too prosperous, and 
whose prospects might be ruined for 
a few years by rural extensions. The 
cannot, indeed, 
be expected readily to push out their 
lines beyond their own boundaries, 
and the public will have to make the 
best of the situation. If municipal 
tramway enterprise has its advan- 
tages, it also has its drawbacks, and 
this is one of them that will be felt 
more keenly as time goes on in all 
comparitively small communities 
which have made it impossible for 
private enterprise to enter into tram- 
way work. In the case of the larger 
cities this disadvantage ought not to 
be serious. These larger cities with 
great tramway revenues should be 
ready to push out extensions as fast 
as required. It is, in fact, a duty 
which they have imposed on them- 
selves by undertaking their own tram- 
way operations, and thus practically 
preventing any other promoters from 
entering the surrounding district. 
We maintain, that for instance, such 
a city as Glasgow is bound to pro- 
vide the surrounding district with all 
reasonable tramway facilities. <A 
tramway system is not a thing which 
‘can be properly circumscribed by a 
municipal boundary. Dedimitations 
of this kind have really nothing to 
do with the matter, which needs be 
studied in a broader way. If a great 
city is not willing to take up the bur- 
den of providing tramways for the 
outlying towns and_ districts, it 
should: clearly abandon its tramways 
to those who are willing to assume 
whatever risks may attach to the 
business. 


BIRD VISION. 


Keen Eyesight of the Kingfishers and 
Water Birds. 

So far I have determined that the 
keenest eyesight is probably possessed 
by water birds and kingfishers, al- 
though every kind of bird possesses 
keener eyesight than does man. It is 
a fact that the eyesight of man is go- 
ing to get worse in the future and fs 
getting worse all the time—that is, we 
are growing more nearsighted. The oc- 
cupations of a majority of men in 
cities compel them to do their work at 
very close range. This removes the 
necessity of the farsighted eyes with 
which most men are endowed. It is 
probably a good thing that we are be- 
coming nearsighted. 

As an example of the visual capacity 
of some birds one has to think for a 
moment of a hawk poised several hun- 
dred yards above a meadow in which 
a~ field--mouse-or a-small chicken js 
hidden. In a few seconds after the 
quarry is sighted it is seized by the 
bird, whose sharp sight has not only 
detected it, but whose wonderful ac- 
commodative apparatus permits of a 
sure and continuous fixation from hun- 
dreds of meters to less than a meter 
within an incredibly short space of 
time. Variations in the character of 
this acute vision are seen in many 
other birds—in the humming bird, that 
darts here and there so quickly that 
the human eye cannot follow it and 
yet comes suddenly to rest on an al- 
Most invisible twig; in the woodcock, 
that flits through the dark woods, 
avoiding every tree, shrub and branch 
as if they were nonexistent; in the owl, 
that combines good diurnal with good 
nocturnal vision, and in the kingfisher,

Regular trains began running at mid- 
night. They are composed of eight all 
steel cars, with side door extrances, 
and are run on three minute headway 
during the rush hours. Actual time of 
crossing under the bed of the river is 
three minutes and the distance a mile 
and a quarter. At the center or state 
line the tubes are ninety-five feet under 
the surface of the river and sixty feet 
deep in the silt or ooze of the bottom. 


The Railroad Wage Issue. 

The negotiations between the officers 
and employees of the Southern railway 
in respect to a' reduction of wages final- 
ly resulted in the statement from Presi- 
dent Finley that the employees had 
rejected the, proposed reduction and 
that the management, not wishing to 
act in an arbitrary way, had requested 
the chairman of the interstate com- 
merce commission to mediate between 
them under the provisions of the Erd- 
man law. 

Owing to the opposition of Judge 
Pritchard to the proposed reduction in 
the wages of employees of the Sea- 
board Air Line, the receivers of that 
company, who were appointed by 
Pritchard, have abandoned the plan. 

The railroad commission of Georgia 
has ordered all common carriers, which 
contemplate wage reductions to notify 
it, with the figures and the reasons for 
puch cuts, thus deferring action until 
the commission is satisfied. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers has asked a general conference 
with seventeen southern railroads re- 
garding the 10 per cént cut In wages to 
be made on March 1.

Annex For Morgan’s Bank. 


The .First National. Bank of New 
York, the colossal institution known as 
J. P. Morgan’s financial power station, 
has arranged to organize what will be 
known as the First Security company, 
to be financed with the bank’s surplus 
funds and officered by the same men 
who direct the affairs of the bank. Be- 
ing organized under state laws, it will 
be free to do many things which are 
unlawful for the bank chartered under 
federal laws. Hereafter the bank will 
be confined strictly to the business of 
banking and leave the syndicating and 
speculating to the subsidiary state or- 
ganization. Capital for the trust com- 
Pany will be provided by declaring a 
dividend of 100 per cent on the bank’s 
$10,000,000 capital. 

Prosperous Lackawanna Kicks. 

President Truesdale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western in his annu- 
al report hits at Roosevelt and predicts 
a bad year for the railroads of the 
country, while at the same time his 
figures show that the Lackawanna has 
a surplus larger than its capital stock 
and that the surplus for the year was 
$10,089,928 after the payment of all 
charges and a dividend of 20 per cent. 
The total earnings were $87,264,472, an 
increase of $4,301,592. 

Farm Paper Exposes Trust. 

The American Agriculturist, one of 
the leading weeklies of the country de- 
voted to farming and allied interests, 
comes out in its current issue with a 
front page facsimile reproduction of a 
letter written to its publisher, the 
Orange Judd company, from Silas H. 
Paine of the Standard Oil company, at 
26 Broadway, New -York, in which the 
of] official announces that he has or- 
dered the three Orange Judd papers to 
be omitted from the trust’s 1908 ad- 
vertising contracts because said papers 
had published news items unfavorable 
to the Standard Oil company. The edi- 
tor of the Agriculturist prints the cor- 
respondence in full, together with the 
items specifically objected to, and then 
in a long editorial scorns what it re- 
gards as the attempt of the Standard 
to “muzzle the press” of the country. 
He declares the company’s independ- 
ence from dictation of any advertisers 
and glories in the “revolution by pub- 
Ie opinion” now going on in this coun- 
try, believing that at last all the great 
corporations, even the Standard, will 
conform to the higher standards of 
business morality now animating the 
American conscience. 


SOCIOLOGICAL 


To Improve Factory Conditions. 

Miss Anne Morgan, daughter of J. 
Pierpont Morgan, and several other 
wealthy society women are leading a 
movement intended to be of national 
scope, to improve the condition of 
working women and men in large 
cities. To this end they have volun- 
tarily assumed the duty of factory in- 
spectors in New York city and vicinity, 
examining closely into the hygienic 


| and social conditions prevailing. The 
purpose so far developed is not to- 


remedy existing conditions by influenc- 
ing legislation, but to work by private 
influence on the individual manufac- 
turing firms in whose workshops are 
found abuses or unsatisfactory condi- 
tions. 


The Era of Conscience. 

Governor Folk of Missouri spoke be- 
fore the Civic forum at Carnegie hall, 
New York city, Feb. 25, on the sub- 
ject of the “Era of Conscience.” He 
said that from one end of the land to 


the other there had been a civic awaken- | 


ing in the past six years and that men 
high up in the commercial world re- 
alized the immoral and criminal na- 
ture of rebating and similar acts which 
were common in the community a few 
years ago. Wealthy bribers and gam- 
blers had felt the lash of public opinion, 
said the governor. He addressed him- 
self particularly against the race track 
evil, which is now 
the especial object 
of attack in New 
York state under 
the leadership of 
Governor Hughes, 
He said the public 
had begun to realize 
that race track 
gambling is the pro- 
lific breeder of crime 
and the corrupter 
of youth and that 
the state was in 
partnership with it 
through the Iissu- 
ance of licenses. He thought it more 
important to breed good men than fast 
horses and told how in Missouri when 
he became governor the first thing he 
did was to recommend the repealing of 
the law licensing gambling at the state 
fair, which was done three years ago. 
Since that time, he said, there had been 
more fine horses raised in Missouri 
without the gambling feature than 
when horse racing was licensed. Stock 
and grain gambling was also under 
the ban of this era of conscience and 
would bave to go next. The era of 
conscience demanded the same stand- 
ard of morality for corporations as is

wrongdoing could not hurt honest 
business. 


Lincoln Farm Memorial Plans. 

Richard Lloyd Jones, secretary of 
the Lincoln Farm association, in an 
article for Collier’s reports on the 
progress m&de in the last two years by

this association in formulating plans 
for the coming Lincoln Genttenary’ 
February, 1909. It has been 
to build on the birthplace farm of 
Lincoln, near Hodgenville, Ky., a me- 
morial museum to cost about $250,000. 
In this the central object of interest 
will be the weather worn little log 
eabin in which Lincoln was born. The 
farm itself will be kept as a farm ex- 
cept the ground om which the museum 
is to. stand in a sort of elongated court 
bordered by trees. The building will 
be of Tennessee marble and will con- 
tain a large auditorium for the use of 
patriotic gatherings. Mr. Jones says 
this will become “the nation’s com 
mons, the meeting place of north and 
south, of east and west, the great na- 
tional school of peace and unity, where 
all sectional animosity will forever be 
buried.” At the other end of the court 
a shaft will mark the ground on which 
the birthplace cabin originally stood. 
Seventy thousand persons have now 
joined the association from all sections 
of the country, and their contributions 
aggregate about $100,000. Others are 
urged to join by contributing what they 
ean, a certificate of membership being 
forwarded to every contributor of 25 
cents or upward. Remittances may be 
addressed to Clarence H. Mackay, 74 
Broadway, New York. ' 


Seven Terrorists to Die. 

A military court at St, Petersbury 
has condemned to death seven of the 
terrorists charged with complicity in 
the recent attempt upon the lives of 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholalevitch 
and the minister of justice. Three oth- 
ers were sentenced to fifteen years’ im- 
prisonment at hard labor. 

Peru Entertains Fleet. 

The American battleship fleet spent 
several days in the harbor of Callao, 
Peru, where the officers and men re- 
ceived the warmest welcome from the 
Peruvian people as well as from the 
official representatives of the govern- 
ment. President Pardo sent a most 
friendly message to President Roose- 
velt expressing admiration for the “‘in- 
effable condition of all the ships and 
for the enthusiasm and energy of the 
crews.” In replying the president ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the wel- 
come given the fleet and gave assur- 
ance of the “highest consideration and 
warm regards from me and from my 
people.” The men of the fleet have 
been entertained on shore with ball 
games, bullfights, etc; and “a ‘state 
banquet was given by President Pardo 
to over 200 of the officers at Lima, the 
capital city. The fleet sailed on Feb. 
29 for Magdalena Bay, Mexico, where 
it will spend considerable time in tar- 
get practice. 


British Legislative Affairs. 

William Field, an Irish member of 
the house of commons, has asked ques- 
tions of the chancellor of the exchequer 
looking to suppression of gambling in 
options and the possible co-operation 
of the British and American govern- 
ments in a movement to this end. 

The new educational bill introduced 
in the house by Reginald McKenna, 
president of the board of education, 
contains as its two main principles the 
complete public control of the ele- 
mentary schools by = locally elected 
bodies and no denominational tests in 
the appointment of teachers. The Con- 
servatives and churchmen are expected 
to offer a strong opposition. 

The house of commons has adopted 
a resolution asking the government to 
do all in its power to secure the trans- 
fer of the control of the Kongo Inde- 
pendent State and, failing such trans- 
fer within a reasonable time, assuring 
the government of parliament's hearty 
support of any measures that it might 
be necessary for the British government 
to take, either alone or in conjunction 
with the powers, to insure the effective 
carrying out of its provisions, 
Financial Panic In Japan. 

From Osaka and other Japanese cen- 
ters come reports of heavy failures and 
bank panics on account of financial 
stringency. 

The Chinese continue to complain of 
the Japanese tricks in Manchuria, such 
as opening and detaining the Chinese 
mails on various pretexts. The Japs 
are fortifying the Pescadores islands. 
Germany Supports Austria. 

The German government has an- 
nounced her agreement with Austria 
as to the right of the latter to build the 
short cut railroad through a Turkish 
province to the sea, the porte being 
willing, and Russia has nothing to do 
but get busy with the counter project 
of a railroad from the Danube to the 
Adriatic, ‘ 


SCIENTIFIC 


Lemoine’s Diamond Formula. 
Discussion still continues in Euro- 
pean papers concerning the case of 
M. Lemoine; the alleged diamond 
maker of Paris, whom Sir Julius Wern- 
her of the De Beers Mining company 
recently prosecuted on the charge of 
swindling him out of $320,000 in con- 
nection with the financing of a com- 
pany to exploit Lemoine’s artificial dia- 
mond formula. Since Lemoine’s arrest 
it has come out that he did not con- 
fine his operations to Wernher, but 
sold a half interest in his secret to one 
Edgar Cohen, a London capitalist, who 
has made public the formula attached 
to the contract drawn at the time of 
his investment. The main points of 
this formula are the heating of a mix- 
ture of iron, thirty parts; boron, fifty- 
five parts, and animal charcoal, fifteen 
parts, in an electrical furnace heated 
to a temperature of 4,000 degrees. A 
current of carbonic acid gas is turned 
on at the same time to drive out the 
oxygen. Diamond makers and chem- 
ists appear to be skeptical about the 
genuineness of this formula.

The opposition to the Aldrich cur- 
rency bill in the senate has reached 
the Republican side, and the speech of 
Senator Nelson of Minnesota was a 
cause of no little disturbance. to Sen- 
ator Aldrich and his friends, and it 
now seems probable that the bill will 
not be brought to a vote for several 
days. In the house the Fowler cur- 
rency bill has been adopted by the 
committee on banking and currency in 
practically the form in which it was 
introduced, and it is expected that it 
will be favorably reported to the house 
at an early day. 


Submarine Scandal Aired. 


Representative Lilley, the Republican 


member at large from Connecticut, who 
fs on the committee on naval affairs, 
has created a tremendous sensation by 
his innocent looking resolution asking 
for the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to investigate the Hlectric Boat 
Company of New Jersey in seeking to 
sell its submarines to the government. 
Lilley was quoted as saying that at 
least five members of the naval com- 
mittee were influenced by material and 
personal considerations in voting for 
the purchase of twice as many sub- 
marines as the department had asked 
for, while reducing the number of bat- 
tleships wanted by the administration, 
He also mentioned certain members of 
the press as being in the pay of the 
Electric Boat company. This charge was 
taken up promptly by the standing 
committee of the press gallery, and two 
members, Erly and Lord, were exclud- 
ed after being brought. face to face 
with Lilley. But the house was slower 
to act, as Speaker Cannon and his ad- 
visers on the rules committee said that 
the charges were too general and want- 
ed Lilley to give them the evidence in 
his possession. Lilley finally gave the 
speaker an outline of what he would 
prove, but withheld his facts until the 
investigation should be begun. One re- 
port had it that Lilley had said the 
boat company had contributed to. the 
funds of both the congressional cam- 
paign committees, and this was hotly 
denied by both Chairman Sherman of 
the Republican committee and by 
Chairman Griggs of the Democratic 
committee. 

Other House Topics. 

The race question came up when 
Heflin of Alabama moved to amend 
the District of Columbia stréet car 
trackage bill to provide for “Jim Crow” 
cars for the exclusive use of colored 
people. Foster of Vermont protested 
against it as un-American, and Madden 
of Illinois said the house was not there 
to legislate against any class. Clark of 
Florida said the question was not so- 
elal or political, but purely economic. 
The amendment was frejected—104 
to 67. 

Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania, whom 
Champ Clark characterizes as the 
chief of stand patters, had his say in 
the house, on Feb. 26, in defense of 
the tariff system created by his party. 
He denied that the panic was.a party 
panic, but the result of the prosperity 
wave, He admitted it might be well te 
recognize the claims of .those who 
wanted some revision of the tariff and 
said the Republicans were a unit for 
the nomination of Bryan by the Demo- 
crats. 


Negro Dismissals Upheld. 

By a vote of 11 to 2 the senate com- 
mittee on military affairs refused to 
report the views held by Senator For- 
aker to the effect that the negro sol- 
diers dismissed for the night shooting 
raid on the Texas town of Brownsville 
had not been proved guilty. This ends 
the investigation which the committee 
has carried on for more than a year. 
On the @nal resolution Bulkeley alone 
voted with Foraker. It was that the 
weight of evidence shows that none of 
the dismissed soldiers took part in the 
affray: . 

Reuterdahi Repudiated. 

Before the senate committee on naval 
affairs Rear Admiral Converse testified 
in defense of the American warships 
and contradicted many of the state- 
ments made by Henry Reuterdah! in 
his magazine article. He said that the 
United States is making the best ships 
in the world and upheld the bureau 
gystem of the navy department.

Hearst Starts National Party. 

At a conference of leaders of the 
Independence league held in Chicago 
Feb. 22 steps were taken for the 
formation of a new national political 
party. A declaration of principles set- 
ting forth the objects of the organiza- 
tion was adopted, and a national pro- 
visional committee, of which W.. R. 
Hearst ‘is chairman, was authorized to 
call a national convention, to be held 
after those of the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic parties. In a newspaper inter- 
view Mr. Hearst gave his view of the 
situation by saying: ‘The aimlessness 
of the old parties is well set forth in 
the fact that you cannot tell what their 
policies will be until you know who 
their candidate will be.

“tt was one of the quietest and 
most harmonious meetings held for 
some years.” This is the verdict of 
many citizens who attended the Town 
meeting on Monday afternoon. The 
warrant was a short one with no 
large appropriations to be asked for, 
but the small amounts added up with 
startling rapidity and many soon real- 
ized that the Town was appropriat- 
ing money lavishly. It seemed as 
though anyone with a pet project 
could get it through without much 
trouble and in no instance was the 
amount asked for cut down by the 
citizens. On the contrary, in four 
instances, increases in the amounts 
asked for were granted with little 
opposition. 

The meeting was of short duration, 
scarcely three hours being taken up 
in the transaction of business, ad- 
journment being made before five 
| o’clock. 


The Election 


Considering the weather the vote 
was an extremely large one 1023 
votes being registered when the polls 
closed at two o’clock. There were 
four lively contests for election 
which were responsible for the big 
vote and the friends of the contest- 
ants rallied to their support loyally, 
making the fights close and interest- 
ing. : 

For the office of Selectman, and 
Assessor for one year Samuel H. 
Bailey had for his opponent, Charles 
Bowman. The former won the 
election with a majority of only gr 
votes for Selectman and 111 votes 
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for Assessor. Harry M. Eames and 
Walter S. Donald were unopposeq 
for the offices of Selectman anq 
Assessor for three and two years re. 
spectively and will retain their Offices, 
For School Committee there was a 
field of six contestants for three va- 
cancies. Two members of the 
present board were up for re-election, 
Colver J. Stone and Thomas David, 
The former won by a handsome ma- 
jority but the latter was able to se. 
cure only fourth place, the winners 
being, Mr. Stone, Granville K. Cutler 
and George ‘A. Christie. For the ve 
cancy on the Board of Health there 
were three contestants, Jeremiah Df 
Daly, Charles N. Marland and John 
P, Torrey. The votes of the two 
leaders was close, Dr. Daly winning 
out over Mr, Marland by 14 votes, 


Milo H. Gould again secured the 
office of superintendent of Streets 
over Joseph T. Lovejoy. Last year 
the latter was defeated after a close 
fight. and again this year Mr. Gould 
carried the election by the small mar. 
gin of 25 votes. 


In the contest for Constables, 
William L. Frye was defeated by 
John N. Clinton, Llewellyn D. Pom- 
eroy and George’ W. Mears. 

The choice of a moderator re. 
sulted in bringing out the largest 
gathering of voters to the polls at 6 
a. m. that can be remembered by the 
oldest citizens. At this early hour 
there were close to 150 voters ready 
to register their choice for modera- 
tor. After the Town Clerk had read 
the first article, Selectman Harry M., 
Eames moved that the reading of the 
remainder be dispensed with until the 
meeting in the afternoon and that the 
polls be open until two o'clock and 
no other business be transacted until 
that time. It was unanimously voted. 
In the choice for Moderator Harr 
A. Ramsdell won over . Frank H 
Hardy with a vote of 81 to 37. . 

The battle of the ballots then 
started and before long it was seen 
by those most interested that there 
would be a large vote polled. By 
nine o’clock the register stood -over 
the 500 mark and at 12 o’clock 900 
votes had been cast. From this time, 
however, until the close of the polls 
at. two o’clock the balloting was 
slower. 

As usual the town voted No Li- 
cense by a big majority. 


The Town Meeting 


Long before the hour had arrived 
for the transaction of business, the 
hall was filled with interested citizens 
and ladies, the gallery having been 
reserved for the latter. It was quite 
evident that the disagreeable weather 
had kept some of the citizens from 
the out-lying districts away, but 
nevertheless the hall was crowded 
when the moderator brought his 
gavel on the table for order.

dates are not made to fit their princi- 
ples, but their principles are made to 
fit their candidates.” 


Hughes Opposes Socialism, — 

As the foremost rival of Taft for 
the Republican ‘nomination Governor 
Hughes.of New York is: very much in 
the glare of publicity at. this moment, 
his every word and act being watched 
and reported by the press and numer- 
ous special articles. appearing in the 
magazines and Sunday papers. His 
speech at the Washington’s birthday 
dinner of the Chicago Union League 
club was widely printed as his first 
address in the middle west dealing 
with national issues. It dealt largely 
with the need of restoring confidence 


in a country “wholly sound” by con- 
structive rather than destructive leg- 
islation. He said that what the coun- 
try wanted was not socialism, but. a 
settled policy which will regulate, but 
not crush, railroads and other enter- 
prises. He declared that the people 
of this country do not “desire social- 
ism even as an experiment.” 


Kansas Indorses Bryan. 

The Democratic state convention at 
Hutchinson, Kan., unanimously adopted 
a resolution instructing all delegates to 
the Denver convention “to cast a solid 
vote for the nomination of William J. 
Bryan for president of the United 
States,” a statement which was re- 
ceived with great cheering. The Ok- 
lahoma convention carried out the in- 
structions of the primaries for Bryan. 


Roosevelt as Labor’s Friend. 

Samuel Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor, when he appear- 
ed before the house committee on judi- 
clary to urge the passage of the Pearre 
bill, expressed confidence that. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sincerely sympathized 
“with all our people” and added, “I 
have reason to believe that the presi- 
dent !s aot thoroughly informed as to 
the real remedy for the cause of com- 
plaint.”. Mr. Gompers made the pre- 
diction that the labor organizations 
would he heard from in the impending 
campaign. 

To Make Ohio Nearly Dry. 

Both houses of the Ohio legislature 
have passed the Rose county option 
prohibition bill; whieh provides that 
one-fourth of the electors in any coun- 
ty may demand that the license ques- 
tion may be submitted at an election, 
the result of which cannot be changed 
for two years thereafter. The Antl- 
saloon league officers predict that un- 
der this act eighty-four of Ohio’s 
eighty-eight counties will abolish sa- 
loons within a year. 


Senate Rebuffs Hughes. | 


' 
| 


For the second time Feb. 26 the 
New York senate, by a vote of ‘30 to 
19, refused to remove Superintendent 
of Insurance Otto Kelsey, as recom- | 
mended by Governor Hughes after spe- 
clal investigation. This action of the 
senate was generally regarded as a re- 
buff forthe governor as coming from 
the regular Republican organization 
and was taken to be a triumph for the 
“big three,” as the 
three leading insur- 
ance companies are 
frequently called — 
namely, the Equita- 
ble, Mutual and New 
York Life. Last 
yecrr Governor 
Hughes recommend- 
ed the removal of 
Kelsey and at that 
time was voted down 
by the senate, al- 
though it became somewhat panic 


stricken at the evident popular disap- 
proval and granted nearly everything 
else the governor wanted. It is intl- 
mated now that the organization, hav- 
ing got its second wind, contemplates 
throttling other measures advocated by 
Governor Hughes, including the anti- 
race gambling, ballot reform and direct 
nominations bills, 


Missouri Indorses Taft. 

The Missouri Republican state con- 
vention at St. Louis on Feb. 26 adopt- 
ed resolutions commending the admin- 
istration of President Roosevelt and 
instructed the four delegates at large 
to the national convention to support 
Taft for the presidential nomination.

Otto Kelsey. 
Socialists For Woman Suffrage. 

At the recent hearing of the judiciary 
committee of the New York state sen- | 
ate on the proposed amendment to 
strike the word “male” from the state 
constitution several specially selected 
delegates represented the Socialist par- 
ty. Among these was Morris Hillquit, 
a New York city attorney. In support- 
ing the proposed amendment Mr. Hill- 
quit drew attention to the fact that 
the demand for woman suffrage was 
one of the permanent and material 
planks of the platform of his party 
not only in this country, but through- 
out the world, considered not as a mat- 
ter of abstract and sentimental jus- 
tice to be realized in the dim future, | 
but as an accrued social right already | 
too long withheld. ; 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Former U. S. Official Convicted, 
Ex-United States District Attorney 
John H. Hall has been convicted at 
Portland, Ore., of conspiracy with a 
land and lumber company to violate 
the land laws. Three men indicted 
with him, one of them a state senator, 
pleaded guilty and testified for the 
government. 


Anti-rebate Act Upheld. 

The United States supreme court has 
decided in the first of a series of cases 
attacking the Elkins anti-rebate law as 
it is reincorporated in the more recent 
Hepburn rate Jaw that the Great 
Northern railway’s conviction and $15,- 
000 fine for making a concession of 20 
cents a hundred on fifteen shipments 
of oats from Minneapolis to Seattle were 
valid notwithstanding that the acts } 
were. committed in 1905 before the 


Hepburn bil) nad. become a law. The 
indictments, though returned after the 
passage of the Hepburn bill, were based 
upon the Elkins law. This decision is 
expected to have a wide effect on a 
large number of cases of appeal from 
lower courts, and it destroys one of the 
principal defenses which the Standard 
Ol] company. was. preparing to.advance 
against the payment of the $29,000,000 
fine imposed last year for accepting 
Alton rebates. The court’s decision is 
unanimous and holds that the repeal ot 
any statute should not have the effect 
of releasing any one from any penalty 
incurred under it unless the repealing 
act expressly s provided. 

Musical Devices Not Protected. 

That the present copyright law does 
not protect the composer of music 
against its use by mechanical devices 
is the decision of the United-States.su- 
preme court as rendered in the test 
cases brought by the White-Smith Pub- 
lishing company of New York to re- 
strain the Apollo company from adapt- 
ing two copyrighted pieces to use in 
mechanical pianos. 


Priest Murdered at Altar. 

A most unusual and most shocking 
crime was committed at Denver Feb. 
23 when an Italian anarchist or lunatic 
named Giuseppe Alio shot and killed 
Father Leo Heinrichs of St. Bliza- 
beth’s Catholic church while the priest 
was in the act of administering the 
sacrament to a number of worshipers, 
Alio among them. The man was 
caught at the church door and after 
being clubbed into submission was 
hurried to prison at Colorado Springs 
to avoid lynching. In a statement he 
admitted that he did the deed deliber- 
ately to free his mind of stored up ha- 
tred of all churchmen. He said that 
he had been out of work since Dec. 15. 
Father Heinrichs was a member of the 
Franciscan order. 

Insurance Law Indictments. 

Edward R. Thomas, the young mil- 
lionaire banker, speculator and race 
horse owner of New York. and Orlando 
F. Thomas, associated in -business, al- 
though not connected by kinship, have 
been indicted by the grand jury of New 
York county for violation of the insur- 
ance law of the state, the specific 
charge being the ase of the funds of 
the Provident Life Savings Assurance 
society contrary-to-the provisions -of 
the statute. E. R. Thomas was former- 
ly president of the Assurance society. 
Both men pleaded not guilty and wert 
released on.bail. R 
Aged Pilot In Prison. 

Protesting that he was a scapegoat 
for the sins of the steamboat-company 
officials and of the federal inspection 
service, aged Captain William H. Van 
Schaick, who was master of the steam- 
boat General Slocum when it was burn- 
ed in 1904, with the loss of 1,036 lives, 
surrendered himself to the. United 
States marshal and was taken to Sing 
Sing to begin serving his term of ten 
years at hard labor. Van Schaick says 
that he risked hls own life in an effort 
to save the boat and -passengers and 
instead of being condemned as a crim- 
inal he should be considered a hero. 


EXECUTIVE 


Message of the Waterways. 

In a message to congress President 
Roosevelt asked for prompt action 
looking to the federal improvement 
and control of all the inland water- 
ways, at the same time transmitting the 
preliminary report of the inland water- 
ways commission appointed by him 
last March. This report finds that it 
was the unregulated competition of 
railroads that destroyed or prevented 
the development of commerce by wa- 
terways. The president wants congress 
to provide for a co-ordinating of the 
various bureaus dealing with river and 
canal improvements. He says rights 
to water power should not be granted 
to any corporation in perpetuity. Only 
such charges and tolls should be made 
by the government as will pay the cost 
of improvement and maintenance. 
Would Withdraw $35,000,000. 

In all the money centers of the coun- 
try come reports of bank deposits | 
again up to or exceeding the normal 
before the panic.

On Feb. 26 Ohio state troops were 
rushed to a point twelve miles be 
low Batavia, in Clermont county, to 
protect the tobacco growers from the 
Night Riders, who had issued threats. 
On the same day Governor Willson of 
Kentucky sent a long message to the 
legislature urging prompt -action 
against the riders and recommending 
an appropriation of $25,000 to assist in 
their prosecution, 

Finds Water on Mars. 


Professor Slipher at the Lowell ob- 
servatory, Flagstaff, Ariz., has photo- 
graphed comparison spectra of Mars 
and the moon, which indicate water , 
vapor in the Martian atmosphere. 

Silent Gun Invented. 


A patent for a “silent firearm” has 
been granted to Hiram Percy Maxim, 
son of the machine gun inventor. The 
device is designed to render the dis- 
charge of a revolver or gun noiseless 
and may be applied to the barrel of an 
ordinary firearm. The principle in- 
volved is similar to that of the auto-, 
mobile muffler, the gas produced by 
the ignition of the powder being allow- 
ed to escape gradually, thus preventing 
the sudden compact with the atmos- 
phere which causes the noise in the or- 
dinary firearm.

' . Tt was voted that the Town yard 

and barn be the Pound and that the 
power of appointing a keeper for 
the Farm be left in the hands of the 
Selectmen. 

Article 4 

Article 4th was then taken up. 
This article embraced all appropria- 
tions, other than special, for which 
the Town votes each year. The 
recommendations of the Selectmen 
and Finance Committee were gone 
over carefully and compared but it 
was found that in very few instances 
did the amounts asked for differ. 
Generosity was shown in every re- 
quest for an increase. 

The first . appropriation recom- 
mended was that for schools. Both 
the Selectmen and the Finance com- 


mittee recommended $31,000 but Col- . 


ver J. Stone, chairman of the School 
Board asked for an ‘increase to 
$32,000, stating that the needs of the 
schools in--town-demanded ~ an in- 
crease. He said that it was a wise 
plan for the recommendations of the 
Finance committee to be kept as 
low as possible but no body of men 
were better able to see the needs of 
the schools than the School Board 
and if the Finance Committee knew 
the conditions they would not hesi- 
tate to make the recommendations. 
He continued by saying that owing to 
the crowded conditions of some of the 
school-rooms, the Board had found 
it necessary to open a new school at 
an expense of $500. 


to install manual training in the 
schools at a possible expense of $350. 
This, he said. would leave nothing to 
increase the salaries of the teachers 
if the best teachers were to be kept. 


Patrick J. Daly asked to hear from 
the Finance’ committee. in regard to 
the difference 
ations. 

Arthur Bliss chairman of the Com- 
mittee said that that body went over 
the matter very carefully and it was 
the unanimous opinion that the 
School Committee could get along on 
$31,000. He said that the Committee 
always spend as much as they are al- 
lowed and while he wished to be 
liberal with the School Committee he 
could not see why an increase should 
be asked from year to year. He 
agreed that the best teachers could 
not be hired at small salaries. 


John L. Smith thought that the 
School Committee were increasing 
their appropriation too rapidly. 
While he believed in having the best 
teachers and equipment he could not 
see why the board could not be a 
little more economical in their expen- 
ditures. He said that when he was 
a boy his manual training consisted 
of sawing wood, and that instead of 
his sewing buttons on in school his 
mother sewed them on at home. 
This he thought was too expensive 
to the town for the good derived. He 
said that there has been an increase 
of 300 percent in the appropriations 
in this branch of town work in the 
last 10 years. 


Charles W. Clark of the School 

board said it was not the wish of that 
body to waste money or be extrava- 
gant but to give to the school chil- 
dren and citizens the best possible re- 
sults for the money expended. He 
continued by saying that.the commit- 
tee had gone into the matter of ex- 
penditures carefully and thought that 
the citizens would be given the best 
service within its power. The ap- 
propriation carries the schools 
through from the beginning of the 
school year, September rst to the 
middle of June and he thought that 
no man could tell the exact amount 
of expenditures for the fiscal year of 
1908, 
_In Mr. Clark’s opinion the time 
is now ripe to install manual train- 
ing in the schools to train the boys 
toward farming, the shop and various 
other branches of life. If that policy 
is entered into he thought that $350 
would be necessary to carry it on. 
Last May new teachers were secured 
at the lowest nominal sum. Those 
who have been teaching for some 
years past were unable to.secure an 
advance in salary in consideration of 
Past services owing to the scarcity of 
money and this was a serious ques- 
tion for consideration. 

In conclusion Mr. Clark said that 
he took a great deal of interest in

the children and was glad that they 
have more privileges now than he 
had in his school days. The motion 
that $32 be appropriated for the 
work of the School Committee was 
then passed. 

The ‘recommendations of the Fi- 
nance Committee and Selectmen for 
$4600 for school-houses was 
creased to $5500 at the request of 
Chairman Colver J. Stone of the. 
School Committee. Mr, Stone said 
that the Town now owned 11 school 
buildings and naturally some of them 
were out of paper: The board, he 
said, had visited every building and 
noted carefully all the alterations 
and repairs that would be necessary 
during the present year and it was 
the unanimous opinion that $5500 
would be required for the work. The 
motion was then presented to the 
voters and it was carried. 

An appropriation of $5000 was 
made for highways and bridges, this 
being an increase of $1500 over the 
recommendations of the Finance 
Committee and the Selectmen. . The 
increase was asked for by Samuel H. 
Boutwell whose motion required the 
money to be spent on the River Road 
in West Parish between the home of 
Rufus Bailey and Laurel Lane. This 
piece of road had never been com- 
pleted when the remainder was put 
in and it is now in a very bad con- 
dition. Mr. Boutwell said that there 
was a large amount of travel over 
this road between Lawrence and Low- 
ell and he thought it shouldbe at- 
tended to at once. 

At this point Henry Provo in- 
formed the meeting that the roads 
nearer the center of the town needed 
fixing more than the River road. 

The moderator then put the motion 
which resulted in a doubtful vote. A 
standing vote was then taken re- 
sulting in having 138 in favor and 4 
against. ‘ 

An increase of $250 was granted 


lights during the coming year, the 
sum of the appropriation amounting 
to $5250. Barnett Rogers, chairman 
of the committee stated that this was 
necessary, owing to the demands 
from: various portions of the town 
for more lights. He said that the 
town now had service from 185 in- 
candesent and 29 arc lights, He 
thanked the citizens for their kind- 
ness in informing the committee the 
times when certain lights were out

On fhe question of. Town House 
expenses, Judge Cann wanted to 
know why the Selectmen asked for 
a larger appropriation than the Fi- 
nance Committee. Chairman Eames 
said that there were many repairs 
necessary on the hall and this sum 
would cover the work. The recom- 
mendation of $1600 was~adopted. 

It was necessary to add $500 to the 
recommendation of for County 
tax as it was explained that the 
County had fixed its rate after the 
recommendation had been made and 


it was found to be larger than at 
first thought. The request was 
granted. 


A difference of $500 in the recom- 
mendations of the Selectmen and Fi- 
nance Committee for the Tree Warden 
was explained as being necessary to 
carry on the work of exterminating 
the gypsy moth. The browntail moths, 
he said, were considered bad but it 
had been found that the gypsies were 
much worse. Furthermore, it was 
found that the State had ordered the 
Tree Warden to exterminate the 
gypsy moths. This order must be 
complied with or the State will com- 
pel the Town to do it. The Town is 
reimbursed 8 per cent on the charges. 


The request of $500 for the Me- 
morial Hall Library was passed after 
a short explanation by E. Kendall 
Jenkins who said that interest on cer- 
tain notes had dropped from 6 to 4 
per cent, causing a loss of $400 a 
year and that in previous years the 
Library received only interest on the 
notes held against the town.

He said that he felt sure 
that the Town must soon take action 
in regard to the matter of supplying 
the outlying districts with water and 
that it was unjust to delay’ much 
longer. He then presented the fol- 
lowing motion which was accepted: 

That the question of extending the 
waterworks system of the town, to 
provide for all applications for water 
that are now _ pending before the 
Board of Public Works, and any 
other extensions that may be asked 
for, or that in the opinion of said 
board public improvement demands, 
be and hereby is referred to the 
Board of Public Works for its inves- 
tigation ‘and consideration. Said 
board is further directed to report 
upon the question of such extensions 
with its recommendations regarding 
the same, at a special town meeting 
to be held at a date not later than 
April 15, 1908. 

Judge Cann then made the follow- 
ing motion in conjunction with ‘the 
above: 


That the Board of Public Works is 
hereby directed to forthwith petition 
the General Court for authority to 
issue bonds, notes. or script to the 
amount of one hundred thousand 
($100,000) dollars, to be denominated 
on the face thereof “Andover Water 
Loan, Act of 1908”, said loan to be 
for the purpose of extending the 
present system of waterworks in the 
Town of Andover, under such terms 
and conditions as the General Court 
may provide. 


Hon. John N. Cole said that he was 
very much interested in the proposi- 
tion and believed that the motions 
should be passed. He continued by 
‘saying that the town has now come to 
a point where it should be broader 
in its question of bringing water to 
the entire town. It means competi- 
tion with all other towns in the State, 
as all over the Commonwealth such 
benefits were accorded to the inhabi- 
tants of the towns. It would mean a 
greater development in the beautiful 
hills and also give the small. taxpayer 
some of the privileges which those 
near the center of the town enjoy. 
In conclusion he said that the mo- 
tions were very timely and hoped 
that they would prevail. 


E. Kendall Jenkiris also favored 
the bill, as he has been in favor of ex- 
tending the water system to the out- 
lying districts for many years past. 
He was of the firm belief that. every 
citizen in town who desired it, should 
be accommodated with water.

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CAPPING THE WIGS. 


Official Visit of London’s Lord Mayor 
to the Law Courts, ' 

A curious survival of mediaeval cus- 
tom is witnessed in London on every 
lord mayor’s day. ‘This is an official 
visit of the lord mayor to the law 
courts. In old times the sovereign 
himself awaited at Westminster the 
coming of the lord mayor in a chariot 
of state with sword bearer, mace hold- 
er, chaplain and gorgeously liveried 
coachmen and footmen. The forms 
have been changed, and the visit is 
now paid to the high court, but the 
spirit of the act remains, for the lord 
mayor opens his term in the Mansion 
House with a ceremonial involving rec- 
ognition of the supreme authority of 
the crown. 

The instrument used for expressing 
this traditional idea is an old fash- 
ioned cocked hat. When the lord may- 
or in his splendid robes of office en- 
ters the high court with his retinue in 
costume he solemnly lifts his cocked 
hat three times from his head and sa- 
lutes the lord chief justice and the 
justices. 

The judges always wear robes and 
wigs when in court. For lord mayor’s 
day they have also a flat black cap, 
which canbe slipped. over the top of 
the wig. The lord chief justice and his 
associates return the lord mayor's sa- 
lute gravely, but do not take off their 
black caps. If they were to do this, 
they would place the crown on a level 
of equality with the municipality. 

The lord mayor, with his retinue, 
then visits the judges in other courts 
to invite them to the Guildhall ban- 
quet. When the rustling noise of the 
procession is heard each judge fumbles 
in a drawer, pulls out a little square 
of black cloth and crowns his wig 
with it. The lord mayor takes off his 
three cornered hat three times, and the 
justice on.the bench bows, but remains 
covered.—_New York Tribune.
